GRANGE MEETS 
AT CHICO 


Order Will Take No Stand 
On Warrant Plan, State 
Master Indicates 


CHICO, (lPi—Although the State 
Grange favors “adequate” old age 
pensions in principal, it will take 
no stand on the controversial 30- 
warrants-every-Thursday proposal, 
State Master George Sehlmeyer of 
Elk Grove, indicated in his annual | 
report to the Grange, which is in 
session here today. 

Sehlmeyer pointed out that it has 
been the policy of the Grange to, 
avoid supporting any particular bill 
or plan, and to confine action of the 
Grange to support of a principal. 

He reaffirmed the Grange stand in 
support of public ownership and of 
eliminatinon of the cash dole, and 
hinted at support for Gov. Culbert 
Olson's “production for use” pro- 
gram by declaring the relief rolls 
are being made “too attractive.” 


Sehlmeyer condemned what he 
called the ‘deplorable condition” of 
state finances. He urged reduction 
to a minimum of state expenditures, 
consistent with efficient and pro- 
gressive government. 


“The dole should be eliminated 
and persons in this state who are 
able to work should receive no re- 
lief unless he performs some service | 
for the relief he receives,’ Sehl- 
meyer told the 1500 delegates from 
400 Granges. 

He also called for public distri- 
bution of power from Shasta dam, 
and declared that agriculture has 
been discriminated against in re- 
ciprocal trade agreements. He sug- 
gested federal aid in California’s 
“peculiar” relief problems, con- 
demned the spread of corporation 
farming as detrimental to the little 
producer, and demanded legislation 
for dried fruit standardization.

SAN FRANCISCO (W)—A “defi- 
nite announcement” as to whether 
the Golden Gate International Ex- 
position will reopen next spring, 
was promised today by Dan Lon- 
don, chairman of a special commit- 
tee named to raise $1,600,000: to as- 
sure the reopening. 


The fair’s board of management 
prepared the announcement after 
London had announced that “about 
half” of the necessary funds had 
been subscribed. Meanwhile, Mayor 
Angelo J. Rossi, a candidate for re- 
election, said he hoped to make 
$250,000 of city funds available 
early next year. 


It was also hoped that the feder- 
al government would contribute to 
the fund. President Roosevelt pe 
ready has said he would seek aid 
for the New York world’s fair, and 
George Creel, federal commissioner 
to the exposition, told the commit- 
tee that the President had advised 
him of his “deep interest” in con- 
tinuation of the San Francisco fair. 
It is scheduled to close Oct. 29.

Returning from Russia in 1918, 
Raczkiewicz organized the Commit- 
tee for the Defense of Eastern Pol- 
ish Territory.

Congress May Be Asked 
To Authorize 500 New 
And Larger Planes 


WASHINGTON, (lP)—The admin- 
istration may ask congress early in 
the next regular session for 500 air 
dreadnaughts, out-stripping the 
famed “flying fortresses” in speed 
and cruising range, in a move to 
bolster the army air corps to meet 
the expanded needs of a western 
hemisphere defense policy, it was 
reported authoritatively today. 

The new planes, which would cost 
about $100,000,000, would be in ad- 
dition to the July 1, 1941 “goal” of 
5,000 planes authorized by the last 
| session of congress in the $300,- 
000,000 aviation expansion program. 

Informed quarters told the United 
Press that the projected aerial 
bombers would be better than the 
present 12-ton four-engine “flying 
fortresses” which have a cruising 
speed of more than 265 ,miles hour- 
ly and an operating radius of 2,- 
000 miles each when loaded.

OME mishaps kill or injure 

Many more persons than motor 
vehicles, yet the average house- 
holder faces traffic with misgiving 
and relaxes at home. 

Each year hazards injure more 
than 100,000 persons engaged in 
farm work, yet the farmer fails to 
take safety precautions which the 
factory worker adopts as a matter 
of course. 

Together home and farm work ac- 
cidents last year killed 35,400 adults 
and children and injured the stag- 


gering number of 4,750,000 persons. 
To combat this annual accident 


scourge the American Red Cross 
launched a nation-wide program in 
1935 to acquaint householders and 


farm workers with the hazards coin- 
cident with their work and home 
life. This year more than 1900 Red 
Cross chapters are sponsoring this 
task in the communities they serve. 

On October 23 the anual Red 
Cross campaign will begin through-

out the nation to assist household- 
ers to discover and eliminate haz- 
ards liable to cause accidents in 


the home. Members of the American. 


Junior Red Cross and their school- 
mates will distribute check lists to 
parents and assist in examining 
their own homes and in removing 
hazards. This Red Cross warning 
reaches more than 9,000,000 homes 
and farms each year. 

The Red Cross stresses the need 
of removing hazards which may 
cause falls, as this type of accident 
resulted in more than half of last 
year’s home accident fatalities. 
Among chief causes are poorly 
lighted stairs, loose railings, small 
rugs improperly anchored and chil- 
dren’s toys left abcut. Burns and 
explosions caused the next heaviest 
loss of life, 5,300 being killed in 1938 
by this type of accident, and the 
Red Cross self-check list points to 
the danger of scalding liquids in 
pots and pans left near the edge of

the great Jack Dempsey. Right 
now he’s worth more than $750,000. 

Therefore Dempsey has made the 
greatest comeback in the history of 
pugilism. 

Six years ago he was broke. He 
and his manager, Jack Kearns, had 
blown between three and five mil- 
lion dollars that the Manassa Maul- 
er had earned with his explosive 
fists during the hey-dey of Tex Ric- 
kard. 

He lost his world heavyweight 
crown in September, 1926, to Gene 
Tunney. He tried to take it from 
Tunney in September, ’27, at Chi- 
cago, but failed. Later he tried a 
comeback campaign that wound up 
when he was licked by King Le- 
vinsky. 

Like all other ex-heavy champs, 
Dempsey failed to regain the crown 
but differing from ex-champs and 
ex-fighters in virtually every di- 
vision, this brawny, black-haired 
son of the west is rehabilitating 
himself financially. And that is a 
greater comeback than any he could 
have pounded out in the ring. This 
is impressively true when one re- 
calls that the most hopeless and 
most helpless floatsam of any sport 
are the ex-pugs, who were good fel- 
lows when they had dough, but who 
haven’t got it now and who lack 
the intelligence and education to 


make even a livelihood, once they | 


hang up their gloves. 


Dempsey was broke six years ago, | 
just like most ex-pugs, but today he | 
is marching toward another million | 


dollars, 


The man who gives this fig- 
ure is a little fellow you never hear 
about—his restaurant partner, Ja- 
cob Amron. “Jake” admits to Demp- 


sey’s financial affluence with re- | 


luctance, because Dempsey is mak- 
ing money beyond the Amron 
sphere of influence. 


Amron says: “Dempsey is in the 
cloak and suit business with Billy 
Taub. He’s in the liquor business 
with somebody else. And he jumps 
around the country like a flea ref- 
ereeing boxing and wrestling bouts. 
Sure, he’s making money in those 
things, but I don’t like it. If he’s 
only stick in New York, he’s make 
money twice as fast in our restau- 
rants—on Eighth: Avenue and on 
Broadway—and in the new $250,000

into a small truck and transported 
to the mill, a few hundred feet dis- 
tant. 

Cooper said the miners expect to 
reach the 225 foot level within the 
next few weeks. 


. The shaft originally was sunk by 
James Kelly for Toledo capital. In 


1898-99 Kelly leased the property |
